11th. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of 
Chapter 40 of Laws of January Session, 1899, in relation of certain 
trust funds held by towns and cities. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the highway 
leading from Geo. Dennis’ house to the river road near the Mary F 
Kent place.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In offering this the fifteenth annual report of schools under the 
town system, we believe we may justly congratulate our town’s 
people upon the general prosperity and success of our schools. 
With the exception of absences caused by sickness, the attendance 
has been large and regular; nothing has occurred to mar the efficiency 
or harmony of the schools, and the progress made has been highly 
commendable. 

While, with but three exceptions, all our teachers have had pre- 
vious successful experience, a fact which contributed largely to the 
good results obtained, yet the work of those teaching for the first 
time was highly satisfactory. We are confident that those who have 
been careful observers of our schools will agree that, in both scholar- 
ship and deportment, good results have been obtained. Still we feel 
constrained to say that we believe the interests of the children, youth, 
and, in them, the whole town, would be better advanced by the 
adoption of the spirit, as well as the form, of the town system; and 
the establishment here of a graded school with a regular course of 
study, as has been done in many country towns. 

In this era when a good education is of such vital importance to 
business success in life, we owe to a// the children the best education 
the best school system can give. This education, under the old 
common school system to which we have clung, is possible to less 
than one in ten of our youth—the fortunate ones whose parents are 
able to send them to higher schools to receive it. In comparing the 
present with the past, to which many of us look back, we must not 
lose sight of the fact that in those years there was an academy at 
Lyme Center, another at Orford, and the one still surviving at Thet- 
ford; all to a greater or less extent patronized by the youth of Lyme, 
We believe that by the establishment of a graded school, and a 
judicious consolidation, the advantages now enjoyed by the one-tenth 
might be extended to all, without a large increase on the present cost. 
We commend this subject to the careful consideration of all parents 
and friends of the children. 

During the past year three terms, aggregating twenty-nine weeks 
of school, have been provided in each of nine divisions of the 
district, and two terms, twenty weeks, in one division. 
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Fourteen different teachers have been employed, viz: Mary E. 
Smith, No. 1, 1 term; Luna E. Atkins, No. 1,2 terms; Jennie F. 
Blood, No. 1, Primary, 3 terms; Mrs. J. Etta Dimond, No. 3, 2 terms; 
Elmer F. Morrill, No. 4, 3 terms; Susan A. Carr, No.6, 3 terms; Mina 
J. Whitcher, No. 7, 1 term; Fannie P. Carr, No. 7, 2 terms; Harriett 
A. Pushee, No. 8, 3 terms; Mamie Storrs, No.9, 2 terms; Ada M.. 
Cutting, No. 9, 1 term; Addie V. Jewell, No. 12, 1 term; Hattie 
Horton. No. 12, 2 terms; Florence C. Warden, No. 13, 3 terms.
